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ITALY MAY SEIZE 
TURKISH ISLAND 


Eleven Vessels Ready to Sail, 
Abruzzi Commanding One 


Battleship. 


CALLS SULTAN INSOLENT 


Italy. Protests Against Refusal to 


Permit Its Post Offices on 
Turkish Territory. 


ROME, April 19.—An Italian squadron, 
under command of Admiral F. Grenet, 
will set out, probably to-morrow, to make 
a demonstration in Turkish waters. The 
squadron comprises eleven large warships, 
including the battleship Regina,- Elena, 
commanded by the Duke of the Abruzzi, 
and in addition eight destroyers. Alto- 
gether the vessels will carry 7,000 men 
and about 500 guns. Their objective point 
-will be Asia Minor, some 700 miles away. 

It has been decided, if it shall be 
Cceemed necessary, also to occupy a small 
island off the Asia Minor coast, but it is 
hoped here Turkey may see the error of 
her ways and give full satisfaction, so 
that the occupation of territory may be 
avoided. 

The difficulty between the two nations 
arises out of the refusal of the Turkish 
Government to permit Italian Post Of- 
fices in Turkish territory, while at the 
same time other foreign nations are con- 
ducting Post Offices there without Inter- 
ference. 

Considerable irritation has been felt here 
also over the murder of an Italian mis- 
wionary in Tripoli and the persecution by 
the Ottoman authorities of natives who 
have sold land to Italians, but the pres- 
ent action of the Italian Government is 
based primarily on the Post Office ques- 
tion. 

The Turkish Ambassador in Rome says 
his Government has in no instance grant- 
ed to a foreign power the right to es- 
tablish a Post Office; it has simply “‘ tol- 
erated” Post Offices which foreign na- 
tions have established. 

For vears, however, it has been felt in 
Government circles in Rome that Turkey 
has been taking advantage of the Inter- 
national situation to act in a high-handed 
manner toward Italians, showing little 
respect for Italian rights. This Govern- 
ment, it is contended, has been indulgent, 
not wishing to cause complications which 
might endanger the accord of the powers 
with regard to the Ottoman and the 
Balkan problems. 

But the time came when the Govern- 
ment felt that patience had ceased to be 
e virtue. This time came when Italy 


asked for permission to open Post Offices | 


in Turkish territory, where other powers 
already were established, and met with 
what was considered by the Administra- 
tion here to be an unjustifiable refusal. 
Apparently Turkey came to the conclu- 
gion that the Italian Government would 
mever resort to extreme measures, in 
view of the fact that the Macedonian 
problem was pending, for the settlement 
of which the accord of the powers was in- 
dispensable, and she went so far as to 
order detachments of troops to guard the 
Jtalian Post Offices and thus prevent the 
carrying on of postal business in them. 

To this provocation the Italian Admin- 
istration felt that it could only 
with coercive measures in order to pro- 
tect the dignity of Italy and safeguard 
her rights. But in issuing orders for a 
demonstration of Italian warships in 
Turkish waters Italy desired clearly to 
show that she did not wish to take ad- 
vantage of the situation for the purpose 
of occupying any territory. Thus it came 
about that the demonstration will not 
take place off Tripoli, nor is it intended 
to influence the Balkan problems by di- 
recting the fleet toward Albania or Mace- 
donia. The squadron will go direct to 
Asia Minor. 

Great satisfaction is felt here with the 
course taken by the Government, and it 
fs stated that all the powers have ap- 
proved ftaly’s decision to use force, if 
necessary, to protect her interests, which 
4s an indication that they believe Italy 
has no intention of permanent territorial 
occupation. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 19.—The feel- 
ing among diplomats here is that the 
action Italy 
Turkey is of great significance just at 
this time, when the Sultan’s best friend, 
Emperor William of Germany, is visiting 
in the Mediterranean. 

The opinion is expressed here that 
Italy’s bold example in dealing with Tur- 
key will lead to more vigorous interven- 
tion on the part of Great Britain and 
Russia in behalf of Macedonia. 

LONDON, Monday, April 20.—The Lon- 
don newspapers this morning, commenting 
on the attitude of Italy toward Turkey, 
take differing views, some of the papers 
regarding the affair as rather trivial, and 
better suited for arbitration than a threat 
of force. Much interest is displayed in 
the attitude Germany its likely-to adopt. 

The Times says: ‘“‘ The Sultan may de- 
rive one consolation from the fact that, 
while the powers are seeking to vindicate 
their individual rights, they are not like- 
ly to have much energy to spare for vig- 
orous prosecution of the reform policy in 
Macedonia.”’ 


FRENCH GRIEVANCE ALSO. 


Trouble with Porte in Respect to the 
Coal Mines at Eregli. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 19.—The at- 
tempt of the Turkish Government to re- 
gain control of coal mines at Hregll, a 
town of Asia Minor, 128 miles from Con- 
stantinople, in which a French company 
is interested to the extent of $15,000,000, 
has led to a serious diplomatic difficulty. 

The French Government supports the 
cencsssionaires, who decline to entertain 
the question of a resale of the property 
until the Porte furnishes proof of its 
ability to bring forth the purchase money, 
which, considering the impoverishment of 
the Turkish Treasury, is manifestly im- 
“possible. ' 

In the meantime France has closed her 
market to any Turkish loan, and the 
French Embassy has notified the Porte 
that France will exact an indemnity of 
$2,500 for every day that settlement is

The five thousand spectators in other 
parts of the ground were on their fret 
in an Instant and cheering Shannon wild- 
ly, when suddenly Mr. Eyman sank back 
in his seat unconscious, his enthusiastic 
cheer cut short. He was immediately 
carried to a dressing room, attended by 
a physician, and sent to the hospital.

SURPRISED AT THEIR WORK 





| They Flee Through Window and Over 
Roofs—Mrs. Bloomingdale the 
Principal Sufferer. 


The home of Emanuel Bloomingdale, a 
lawyer, a member of the firm of Bloom- 
|ingdale Brothers, owners of the depart- 
ment store at Fifty-ninth Street and 
Third Avenue, was entered by two bur- 
glars last night and robbed of consider- 
able jewelry. The house is at 42 West 
Sixty-ninth Street. Most of the stolen 
property consisted of presents Mrs. 
Bloomingdale had received since she was 


a small child, and was made up of rings, 
pins, chains, and bracelets. 

Mr. Bloomingdale was out at the time. 
His wife had retired to her room, not 
feeling well. Marian, their daughter, 20 
years old, was in the drawing room en- 
tertaining company. 

At 10 o'clock she went to her room, 
| which ig on the third floor. She opened 
the door to find two men wearing heavy 
coats and slouch hats pulled down over 
eyes ransacking a drawer of her dresser, 

She screamed and the men dashed past 
her. She ran deffn stairs, shouting 
“ Burglars!"" Two servants joined her, 
| and all three, followed shortly after by 
Mrs. Bloomingdale, ran to the stoop, 
screaming ‘ Police!” 

Special Policeman Reilly answered the 
screams of the women. He wag followed 
by Policeman Graham of the West Sixty- 
|eighth Street Station. The two policemen 
made a thorough search of the house, 
but found no robbers, On the top floor 
| they found one of the servants’ rooms 
locked. This was forced open. 

The window was open, and on the floor 
lay a jewel box which Mrs. Bloomingdale 
said belonged to her. 

The window opened on an extension of 
the adjoining house, to which the burglars 
undoubtedly escaped. On to it leaped the 
policemen and pulled themselves up to 
the roof of the Bloomingéale home, and 
then ran across the roof of the flat on 
the southeast corner of Sixty-ninth Street 
and Columbus Avenue, 

The flat is six stories high, a story 
higher than the private houses on the 
block. 

The policemen found no difficulty in 
clambering on to the roof of the flat. 
Investigating, they found the door lead- 
ing from the roof of the flat house to 
the top floor of the building open. 

The police believe that it was by means 
of the flat and the roofs between that 
and the Bloomingdale home the burglars 
entered the house at No, 42, 

A list of Mrs. Bloomingdale's stolen 
jewelry was given to the police last night 
as follows: 

One diamond brooch, $200; one diamond ring, 
$250; one gold watch and chain, $100; one pearl- 
studded silver chain, $25; one turquolse ring, 
$65; one gold belt buckle, §25; two diamond 
rings, $200; one silver and gold chain, $75; 
one gold chain, $25; two gold bracelets, $20; 
four gold bracelets, $20; two stickpins, $40, 

Mr. Bloomingdale on reaching home 
found the house filled with neighbors 
who had been attracted by the screams 
of his wife, daughter, and servants, He 
said it was impossible to make a com- 
plete list of the stolen property. 


SAGAN BACK IN PARIS. 








Paid Marked Attention to Young Eng- 
lish Girl He Met on St. Paul. 


PARIS, April 19.—Some of the fellow- 
passengers of Prince Helie de Sagan on 
the St. Paul say the Prince did not act 
like @ married or engaged man, being de- 
voted to a young English girl throughout 
the voyage. They further report that the 
Prince told them he regretted he could not 
entertain them in Paris, ag he expected 
soon to leave the city, going probably to 
Italy. 

Prince Helle made an effort to-day to 
avoid the newspaper reporters. Instead 
of coming direct to Paris, he left the 
steamer train at Evreux, about sixty-five 
miles from this city, after having request- 
ed his fellow-passengers not fo mention 
his plan. At Evreux he resumed his 
journey to Paris by automobile. 

The Prince declined to grant an inter- 
view to the newspaper men, who finally 
discovered him here in Paris, and re- 
fused to answer questions relative to the 
statement published by the Cri de Paris 
that he and Mme. Anna Gould already 
were married. 

The French newspapers generally ignore 
the de Sagan-Gould affair, except when 
they ridicule the Prince on account of his 
reported interviews and his conduct tn the 
United States, and express the hope that 
‘*the international farce’ will soon be 


ended.

STRANGER LEAPS TO DEATH.

Ralph Thomas, whose wife had let the 
front room of their flat on the fourth 
floor of the house, 104 West Sixty-first 
Street, to a stranger on Friday, heard the 
front window of the room open violently 
yesterday morning.

The demand by the common stock hold- 
ers will be thrashed out at the annual 
meeting of the corporation in New York 
to-morrow, but it ig said here in Pitts- 
burg that the bonus System will not be 
included in the budget of expenditures 
any longer, 

The holders of common stock have de- 
manded a return to their old 4 per cent. 
@nnual dividend as soon as possible, and 
want the money paid out { 
diverted to the Payment of dividends. 

$4,000,000 Paid in 1907. { 

The statement is made here, and appears 
to be borne out in the sixth annual report 
of the Steel Corporation, now in the hands 
of common stockholders, that in 1907 there 


was paid out tn bonuses to Presidents, 
managers, officers, and Superintendents 
& sum amounting to more than $4,000,000. 
The sum total of dividends paid the hold- 
ers of common stock in the entire corpora- 
tion was $10,166,050, or about two and a/| 
half times as much as the officials and | 
others got as bonuses besides their on 
aries. 

In the last five years there has been 
paid out in bonuses, ir round figures, 
about $11,875,000. While this was being 
paid the dividend on common stock 
was cut from 4 per cent. to 2 per 
cent., where it yet remains. The con- 
tention of the complaining stockholders 
ig that all those in authority in the Steel 
Corporation are paid salaries high enough 
to incite their best endeavors. 

One man in the Pittsburg district whose

John D. Rockefeller, closely guarded by 
half a dozen watchful detectives, attended 
Easter service at the Fifth Avenue Baptist 
Chureh, of whi he is a member. He 
evidently enjoyed the sermon of the pas- 
tor, the Rev. Dr. C. F. Aked, and later so 
expressed himself. Mrs. Rockefeller did 
not accompany him, but with him were 
Fowler and Muriel McCormick, his grand- 
children. Little Miss Muriel was just a lit- 
tle inclined to be talkative to her grand- 
father at times while the service was in 
progress. The church was packed to its ut- 
most limits, and the audience heard from 
Dr. Aked an expositf6n of the authenticit 
of the resurrection of Christ, of whic 
Mr. Rockefeller said afterward: 

“It was a great sermon. Dr. Aked’s 
argument was one that would stand the 
test of a court of law. We ought to have 
more sermons like that in this question- 
asking, analytical age. It is the an- 
swering kind of sermon which guides the 
young men and women.” 

In his Easter sermon to a crowded con- 
gregation in Calvary Baptist Church Dr. 
MacArthur declared that the glory of 
the Christian Chureh was in its living 
founder. To him, he said, the death of 
Christ meant little; the resurrection of 
Christ meant all. 


MacArthur Praises Hughes. 


Speaking earlier in the morning before 
the Current Events Class of his church, 
Dr. MacArthur scathingly indicted the 
State Senate. 

“By its failure to pass the Agnew- 
Hart bills,’’ he said. ‘‘ the Senate at Al- 
bany has disgraced itself and dishon- 
ored the State. The forces antagonistic 
to public decency and to the Constitu- 
tion of the State have won a temporary 
triumph. But it was a victory won at 
such a cost that it amounts to defeat. 
The Senators who became tools of the 
gamblers merit the contempt of all right 
—— people of the State and the na- 
tion.’’ 

Dr. Felix Adler made an address Yester- 
day morning on ‘*‘ The Joy of Life” be- 
fore the Ethical Culture Soclety in Car- 
negie Hall. He declared that the prin- 
cipal requisite for joy is that it be pure. 
Anything that savored of impurity or 
that entailed suffering or misery, he said, 
could not be considered as a joy. 

Easter coincided with the Annual For- 
eign Missionary service at the Church of 
St. Nicholas yesterday morning, and J. 
Campbell White of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movenment, who makes one of 
the principal addresses at the mass meet- 
ing at Carnegie Hall this evening, follow- 
ed Dr. Edward B. Coe, the senior minis- 
ter, with an argument as to the authen- 
ticity of the resurrection of Christ. 


EASTER PARADE ABOARD SHIP. 


School Teachers Returning from Sa- 
vannah Have One of Their Own. 


The Savannah liner City of Columbus 
got in yesterday afternoon, bringing with 
her the seventy women school teachers of 
New York who. took advantage of the 
Easter holidays to make a study of Geor- 
gia. under the prohibition law. The party 
made the round trip on the vessel and 
spent three days in Savannah. 

A general chorus told of the good times 
they had had while away, but there was 
one regret, and that was that_they had 
missed the Easter parade on Fifth Ave- 
nue.

Mr. Carnegie Pleads for Peace. 


In his speech Mr. Carnegie said: 

“At the head of the legions of patriotic 
defenders of our Union Grant conquered 
and restored to us an undivided country; 
then, following Washington's mple, he 
retired. Again his countrymen called him 
to become the commander in peace. 
Through his life he never failéd to ex- 
press his Gevotion to the cause of peace. 
Refusing when in London a military re- 
view in his honor, he declared that he 
never wished to see a regiment of soldiers 
again. His longing was ever for peace. 

“The great strides which have been 
made since our soldier-stateman passed 
away, by the doctrine of peaceful settle- 
ment of international disputes by arbi- 
tration, are full of promise for the early 
abolition of war. Arbitration treaties be- 
tween us and seven or eight leading, pow- 
ers are now almost ready. Oné has 
»assed the Senate unanimously and is now 
aw; another is ready for submission; 
others are promptly to follow. We may 
congratulate ourselves that {it is upon 
our own continent peaceful settlement 
has won its eatest triumphs; but we 
musl never fail, in season and out of sea- 
son, day or night, to keep before the 
peo le the truth that compared with men 

filling men there is no evil, no savagery, 
to be compared. It is the great crime of 
crimeés.”’ 

Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Shaw, 
who followed Mr. Carnegie, paid a tribute 
to the memory of Gen. Grant, to the men 
of the South, and to Gen. Lee in partic- 
ular.

EWLANDS DRAFTING 


NEW CURRENCY BILL 


Hopes to Meet Objections to 
Aldrich Measure and Have 
Action This Session. 


SLOW RESERVE TRANSFER 


To Run Over a Perlod of Ten Years— 
Clearing Houses to be Recog- 
nized by Treasury. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.~A last effort 
is to be made to pass a currency Dill at 
this session. Senator Newlands is draft~- 
ing @ measure to meet the objections 
to the Aldrich bill, which resulted in the 
tabling of that measure by the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency. 

Senator Newlands, it is-understood, will 
not seek to reform the bond clause of 
the Aldrich measure, but will incorporate 
it practically as it now stands. The New- 
lands bil will ignore the National banks 
as entities, and provide for recognition 
of clearing houses by the Treasury De- 
partment. Provision will be made for a 
slow withdrawal of the reserves of coun- 
try banks from reserve cities, the move- 
ment. to be completed in ten = years, 
Through this evolution it is expected that 
all danger from sudden liquidation will 
be avoided. 

By ignoring the National banks in the 
distribution.of emergency currency, it 1s 
the intention to legalize the Clearing 
House Associations of the country. When 
the occasion agises again, the bill con- 
templates that the Government shall deal 
with the situation through from forty to 
fifty Clearing Houses, and not through 
some 8,000 banks.. Thus action will be 
quicker and the possibilities of complica- 
tions will be reduced to the minJmum. 

Senator Newlands admits that the adop- 
tion of such a scheme as is to be proposed 
in his bili would pave the way for the 
gradual introduction of a central bank 
system. In his opinion, this system is 
certain to come, It has been tried in for- 
eign countries with the greatest success, 
and under the enormous activities of the 
United States he believes it provides the 
most satisfactory safeguard ugainst sud- 
den panic and financial distress. 

The Senator, in discussing the proposed 
bill to-day, pointed out that the Clearing 
Houses of the big cities, if brought under 
the law, would ultimately become parts 
of the Government financial machinery. 
at least to all practical purposes, The 
Clearing Houses once organized, it would 
be a simple matter to opganize a central 
bank that could utilize at once the chan- 
nels thus created. Then the Treasury 
could return to its own proper functions. 

Unless the strongest kind of pressure 
{s brought to bear from the White House, 
however, Congress is expected to adjourn 
without having enacted any currency leg- 
{slation. The Aldrich bill is thought to 
be as good as dead. Representative Vree- 
land is to have a hearing to-morrow be- 
fore the House Committee on Banking 
and Currency, but this {s looked upon 
merely as a courtesy to the author of a 
measure. The fate of his bill is to be the 
same as that of the Aldrich measure. 

Unless the Newlands bill is introduced 
in a hurry and rushed, it is practically 
certain that nothing will be done to- 
ward currency reform, aside from the 
passage of a measure providing for a cur- 
rency commission.

Herbert L. Bridgman Will Repre- 
sent the United States at 
Brussels. 


CLEARING HOUSE OF PLANS 


No Combination of Effort to Reach 
the Pole Probable—Many Coun- 
tries Are Interested.

WASHINGTON, Apfi] 19.—The Govern- 
ment has decided to participate in an in- 
ternational polar congress to be held in 
Brussels next month, and Herbert L. 
Bridgman of Brooklyn has been appointed 
a delegate to the congress. 


The appointment of Mr. Bridgman as 
delegate to the Brussels congress which 


convenes, on May 28 does not mean that 
the United States Government will agree 
to any combined effort of the scientists of 
other Governments to reach the pole. 

The American flag has been planted 
nearest the undiscovered ice country by 
Peary, who took away the honors from 
the Duke of the Abruzzi, whose expe- 
dition had planted the Italian flag furthest 
north before Peary’s successful attempt. 
That the Government seems pretty well 
content with this achievement and is 
chary of joining in any éffort to carry 
any flag further north than the one Peary 
planted in the ice appears certain in the 
appointment of Mr. Bridgman as a dele- 

ate. 
eT wo delegates were asked from each of 
the countries interested in this scientific 
effort. The State Department did not 
take up the matter until Mr. Bridgman 
was requested by letter from tho esi- 
dent and Secretary of the international 
body of arctic explorers to urge on \the 
United States Government the lunportance 
of being represented at the congress. 

Mr. Bridgman said last night that he 
had received his commission from Wash- 
ington and that he would attend the con- 
gress in Belgium next month. 

Mr. Bridgman will go to Brussels at his 
own expense. His appointment gives him 
merely the aushorts of his Government. 
On his return he will report to the Secre- 
tary of State and leave it up to the Gov- 
ernment whether any combined attack or 
other plans of the international pole seek- 
ers are satisfactory to the United States. 

Belgium, Italy, Spain, Portugal, Great 
Britain, Russia, and Sweden are interest- 
ed in the proposed permanent internation- 
al body of pole seekers. In Italy the 
Duke of the Abruzzi is the foremost sci- 
entific explorer, as he is one of the fore- 
most of the world.

TEST BUILDING MATERIALS. 
Bricks Withstand Fire Conditions Best 


in Government Experiments. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The present 
striking tendency, in New York, Philadel- 
phia, and other of the larger cities toward 
the building of enormously. high struc- 
tures has directed: the attention of the 
Government to the corresponding danger 
from fire. 

Richard Is Humphrey, Engineer in 
Charge of the Structural Material Labora- 
tories of the Geological Survey, has just 
completed a series of elaborate tests of 
building material with a view to ascer- 
taining definitely the relative ability of 
various building materials to withstand 
heat. 

“While these tests are not conclusive,” 
said Dr. Smith of the Geological Survey, 
“they shew a number of facts. The 
bricks probably withstand the tests bet- 
ter than any other material Fifty per 
cent. of the new bricks used were spiit, 


while from 60 to 70 per cent. of the old 
bricks were not damaged. The natural 
building stone behaved worst of all. The 
almost complete destruction of these 
stones precludes them from any compari-

ALBANY, N. Y., April 19.—Practically 
one out of every three union men in this 
State was idle at the close of 1907, ac- 
sording to the quarterly bulletin of the 
w&tate Labor Department, made public to- 
night. In New York City the percentage 
was 34.2, as compared with 32.7 for the 
rest of the State. On this question the 
bulletin says:

_~ Enthusiasts Eager to See Course 
Which Racers Will Cover and 
Judge Its Difficulties. 


RAIN EMPHASIZES DANGERS 


Technical Board Continues Its Examl- 
nation of the Contesting Cars and 
Will Report Tuesday. 


i 


Briarcliff was the Mecca of hundreds 
of automobilists yesterday, and all day 
long cars were circling the course, trying 
to get an idea of what its difficulties were 
and what speed the drivers in Friday's 
race can make. There could not have been 
arranged a better day for the first pur- 
pose or a worse for the second. The rain 
made the roads so slippery that the cars 
were skidding and sliding around the 
cufves continuously, and the danger and 
difficulty of the worst places were very 
apparent. Speed under such circum- 
stances was impossibie and the visitors 
bore away an impression that the course 
is much slower than it really im in con- 
sequence. 

There were many sightseors at the worst 
places in the circuit of those which are 
readily accessible on foot. ,;These watched 
the machines skidding and marveled at 
the fact that none came to grief. Many 
of the racers were out going over the | 
course, but there was no attempt at speed- 
ing. The machines, however, attracted 
considerable attention nevertheless, 

The officials who are preparing for the 
contest were extremely busy all day. The 
Technical Board, which examined on Sat- 
urday sixteen of the twenty-two machines 
entered, inspected four of the remaining 
cars yesterday. All have now been ex- 
amined with the exception of the two Lo- 
ziers. 
thing this morning, and on Tuesday the | 
committee will file its report of its find- | 
ings. Until that time it will not be known 
whether or not any of the contestants 
comply with the stock-car conditions. 
There hag been considerable talk about 
several of the cars not complying with the 
rules, but no protests have been filed 
against any contestant. 

The state of the roads under yester- 
day’s weather conditions was very dis- 
couraging to those interested in the race. 
It was plainly evident that if stmilar 
weather prevails on Friday it will be ut- 
terly impossible to finish the race within 
the time limit. Speed under such circum- 
stances would be impossible. The racing 
board has power to take action in such an 
event, and to reduce the number of ape 
to be traveled, but no reduction of the 
distance will be made unless the condi- 
tions are extremely bad. An official 
measurement of the circuit shows that 
the course is longer than thirty ,miles. 
Four trials over it with especially tested 
odometers showed that 32.4 miles is the 
accurate measurement, and that the car 
which makes the ten laps will have trav- | 
eled 324 miles. It also improves the av- 
erage of speed which has been so far as 
all calculations have been based on the 
thirty-mile distance. 

The police at various points on the 
course yesterday had a hard time re- 
Straining the machines that were speed- 
ing on the circuit. No arrests were made, 
but many were warned and told emphat- 
ically that speed must be reduced. ost 
of the visiting drivers showed a willing- 
Ress to accede to the request to slow up.

On this account they 
Were very keen that all motorists should 
understand clearly the necessity of en- 
tering the course by the prescribed route 
to avoid being tied up in a jam of cars 
and unable to see the race. An official 
statement on this score was issued. It 
said: ! 

One of two general routes should be taken 
to the scene of the race. One is to White 
Plains, and the other to Tarrytown. There 
is no choice between these two routes, but 
either must be taken to get anywhere near 
the race course. From Tarrytown the proper 
course is due north to Sc&rborough, and thence 
eastward, turning at the Stephen Memorial 
Church, to Briarcliff. There is scarcely a 
chance of going wrong if the road via Tarry- 
town and Scarborough is followed. 

But the way through White Plains needs an 
explanation. From White Plains avoid the 
road north to Valhalla, and turn west on the 
White Plains crossroad. Continue through 
Elmsford, avoiding all roads to the north, and 
following the trolley line into Tarrytown, then 
north to Scarborough, as before explained. 
The main point to be remembered is not to 
turn north at White Plains or Elmsford, but 
to go through Tarrytown. At the entrance 
to Briarcliff Manor is the entrance to the 
official grand stand. This ruote avoids touch- 
ing the course at any point, which avoidance 
will be impossible if cars go north at White 
Plains or Elmsford. 

Those traveling by train on the Putnam 
Division should remain on the train instead 
of getting off at Briarcliff Station. The trains

Successful American Trainer WIM! Sell 
Out Stable as Result of Turf Scandal. 


Eugene Leigh, the most successful 
American trainer of racing horses in 
France and the manager of the biggest 
public stable that ever has been trained 
on the French turf, has made the an- 
nouncement that, as the result of a racing 
scandal in which he was involved at Le 
Trembly, he will sell out the horses he 
owns in his own name and quit France. 
Trainer Lelgh’s determination was made 
public, according to the French turf cor 
respondent of The London Field, follow- 
ing a published reprimand in The French 
Racing Calendar, authorized by the Stew- 
ards of the four leading turf bodies of 


the French turf. It is a custom of the 
French turf that, followi a second 
reprimand, and inevitably after a third 
reprimand, the license of a trainer or 
jockey is withdrawn, and knowledge of 
the custom is said to be responsible for 
Leigh’s intended withdrawal from French 
racing, 

The scandal in which the American 
horseman was involved concerned the; 
running of horses for the Prix Ladas, 
when onteur, trained by Leigh, entire- 
ly reversed his earlier running and won 
in a canter under conditions that caused 
an uproar among the spectators and cast 
suspicion upon the run ng of the horses 
owned by two prominent French turfmen, 
The French owners connected with the 
affair, M. de Br2mond, and M. Chan also 
have announced their intentions of selling | 
out their ae? stables, and the an-| 
nouncement of the sale of M. de Bre-/| 
mond’s horses already has been made, 
M. de Bremond, who also is a prominent 
breeder, will, however, retain his breeding 
establishment for a time at least. 1 

Leigh went to France in 1900, following | 
reverses on the American turf which | 
stripped him of a fortune. For several ' 
years his successes have figured among: 
the sensations of the French turf, and his 
stable has had a steady following among 
the patrons of the turf. Leigh, when | 
racing in America, owned and trained 
many noted horses, among them Clifford, 
Iidrim, and Chant. It is said that he 
may go to England to resume racing 
there.

USED TRAIN FOR A BLUFF 


Convinced Would-Be Lynchers That 
He Had Many Men with Him 
When He Had Two. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—It is a man 


with a record as a friend of the negroes! 14.4 would be a fight. 


They took the two cars just for show, 
and had the curtains drawn close at the 
windows so that no one could see from 


outside who or how few they were. 

In less than an hour from the time 
Borah had been awakened the train was 
in the middle of the mob before the 
Nampa jail. Borah jumped off the car, 
and, climbing on top of a box, tried to 
speak. He was promptly howled down. 
Then he went straight up to the jail with 
Hodgin and Beemer. 

The mob had already smashed in the 
outer and inner doors, and was blocked 
only by the steel bars. Men were work- 
ing at them with picks, trying to dis- 
lodge the heavy stones in which the bars 
were set. Inside the two negroes were 
praying. 

Borah forced his way to the jail door, 
closely followed by Beemer and Hodgin.

It has been intimated several times 
gince Senator Borah gave notice of his 
intention to speak that he was chosen 
to champion the Administration because 
there are few negro voters in Idaho. But 
it develops that he has been a friend of 
negroes at no small personal risk. He 
once confronted a mob and rescued two 
negroes who were about to be lynched. 

In the Summer of 1905 the baseball 
team of Bois6é, Senator Borah’s home, 
went over to Nampa, about twenty-five 
miles away, to play. They took as a 
mascot “ Jim” Quarles, a negro, a happy- 
go-lucky. chap who was far from vicious. 
The game was a hot one, and at its close 
there were some lively arguments. The 
Bois6é crowd took its special train back 
home, but on the way to the station 
Quarles had a row with a Nampa negro. 
A special policeman interfered, and 
Quarles shot him, inflicting a severe 
wound in the body. The negroes were 
locked up. 

Senator Borah was told by telephone of 
the shooting and the arrest of Quarles, 
He called up a friend in Nampa, and was 
told that there had been threats to lynch 
Quarles, but that the excitement was 
dying down. About 11:15 that night Sen- 
ator Borah was awakened by the tele- 
phone, and his Nampa friend told him 
the whole town was surging around the 
jail. It was apparently certain that 
Quarles would be lynched within a few 
minutes. 

Senator Borah telephoned at once for 
@ special train to run to Nampa, assum- 
ing full responsibility with the conductor 
and engineer with their superiors. Hop- 
ping into his clothes. between calls he 
got the Bolsé jail and asked “Shad” 
Hodgin and “ Ras" Beemer, two of the 
stanchest and most fearless of the depu- 
ties, to go to Nampa with him. He 
called up the Governor, and said he want- 
ed authority to act, and got it, although 
he then held no office.

The mob was cowed and obeyed. Hod- 
gin found the Nampa Sheriff and got 
the key to the steel door.

Borah to the train, which sped back 
to Bolsé. There the negroes were put 
in jail and kept until the excitement 
at Nampa was permanently De gps Then 
they were taken back.and duly tried. 

When Nampa heard that Borah had 
played a supreme bluff the town was 
furious. Borah was accused of insulting 
the whole place, and all sorts of threats 
were made against him. But when it was 
learned that it was all his work, and 
that he had paid for the special train 
out of his own pocket the Nampa people 
forgave him.

CANADIAN LABOR UNIONS. 


Increase of 174 Organizations 
During 1907. 


The labor union movement in Canada, 
where many of the unions are closely al- 
lied with those in this country, has gained 
much ground in recent years, A report 
submitted by Consul Van Sant at Kings- 
ton shows that there were 232 labor or- 
ganizations formed in Canada in 1907, 
while 58 organizations were dissolved, 
making a net increase of 174 organizations 


during the year. 

Compared with the three preceding 
years the returns show a marked in- 
crease in the activity of labor organiza- 
tions. In 1906 there was a gain of 69, in 
1905 there was a net loss of 2, and in 1904 


a gain of 44. The vear 1902 alone, since 
records have been kept by the Canadian 
Labor Department, was moré active than 
the season just past in regard to the or- 
ganization of workmen, the number of 
unions formed in that year being 275, and 
of unions dissolved 54, a net increase of 
221. Of the or izations formed last 
year 51 were formed by railway em- 
ployes, 43 by metal workers, and 41 in the 
building trade. Ninety-four organizations 
were formed in Ontario, 51 in Quebec, 28 
in Alberta, and 22 in British Columbia,

Trade Publication Has 723 Let- 
ters from Manufacturers Show- 
ing a Steady Revival. 





COLLECTIONS MUCH BETTER | 


The Corner Turned and the Trend 
Now Unmistakably Upward—Big 
Dealers Optimistic. 


That good times have returned in the 
machinery trade is indicated by replies re- 
ceived from manufacturers in all sections 
of the country by Machinery, an indus- 
trial magazine issued in Lafayette Street 
and used as the basis of an article on re- 
turning prosperity in the current issue of 
the magazine. 

The editor of Machinery sent out a num- 
ber of circular letters to manufacturers of 
machinery of various kinds and received 
answers from 723 dealers and manufact- 
urers, most of which will be printed to 
show the conditions in various sections of 
the country. These answers include all 
but five of the machine too] builders in 
the country, and cover the machine tool 
trade thoroughly. The editor says that 
the iron and steel industry was omitted, 
as its statistics are available from other 
sources, . 

Some of the letters come from widely 
scattered sections, and though printed 
without signatures, for obvious reasons, 
show that good times are rapidly return- 
ing and are likely to remain. A letter 
from a New York City concern says: 


New York City Business Good. 


Business at our New York store is very satis- 
factory. We do not expect a large amount of 
business there, as our establishment is not a 
large one, but we are really surprised at the 
amount that comes to us nearly every day from 
New York. Our selling forces both in Boston 
and New York are very busy following up 
actual inquiries, and while the volume of busi- 
ness that goes on our books during the month 
is not as large as we would like, we feel all 
the time that we are doing something, and 
therefore feel well satisfied with the results, 

A Boston manufacturer writes: 

Our New England business has been very 
satisfactory, when we consider the general 
business situation. We are getting orders near- 


ly every day, and we can see a oontinued in- 
crease in business among some of our older 
customers. 

Our business in January was 381-8 per cent. 
more than in December, 1907, and our busi-

Continuing, the editor says: “ The pre- 
vailing belief, based on actual conditions, 
is that we have made the turn, that busi- 
hess ig Improving—slowly and hesitating- 
ly, showing increases here and decreases 
there; but the average now figures out a 
forward, and not a backward, movement. 

“Improvement cannot begin with the 
machine tool industry, which will be 
among the last to respond, for new tools 
will not be bought largely until the pres- 
ent equipment is fully employed. Among 


machine tool builders the dullest are the 
makers of heavy tools, which are sold 


largely to railroads and large manufact- 
uring concerns. that are practically out of 
; the market. Makers of light machines, 
jand of special tools.and supplies required 
so as to bring them up to the standard 
from which they were allowed 
when business was booming, are getting 
orders in sufficient volume to show that 
| manufacturers generally are making ready 
for better times. x 
‘The aggregate work of this character 


including railway ops, must be enor- 
mous; and as rapidly as the owners or 
managers of these shops can obtain the 
money to pay for improvements they will 
be made. 

“The automobile industry, which col- 
lapsed during the last months of 1907, is 
buying a considerable amount of material, 
and reports indicate that 1908 sales wil. 
be much better than expected. 

‘The majority of manufacturers ex- 
press a desire to keep the present wage 
rates in force, and say that unless there 
is a wage reduction no price reduction in 
machine tools and other machinery is 
likely. 

**One of the most encouraging features 
of the situation is the almost general im- 
provement in collections, showing that 
money is now available for legitimate en- 
terprises, and for this reason compari- 
sons with the period following the 1893 
panic are inaccurate, unless the radical 
difference in conditions is considered. 
] During the three years following that 
panic, and preceding McKinley’s election, 
doubt and uncertainty affected the finan- 
cial community, and the fear that the 
country might be forced to a silver basis 
disturbed the values of our securities. 

“‘Crop prospects are encouraging. Farm- 
ers have plenty of money. The trade bal- 
ance in favor of this count will prob- 
ably be larger than for a number of years. 
The reduction in railroad operating ex- 
penses to a normal proportion to gross 
receipts points to a resumption of pur- 
chases, the decisions affecting confisca- 
tory legislation, and the usual and in- 
creasing after-panic accumulation of idle 
capital seeking remunerative investment 
are all influences working for improve- 
ment.

been the total losses of the insurance 
companies in the United States since the 
first of the year has npt been figured 
out, but the authorities in insurance mat- 
ters have estimated that the loss in values 


\ by fire in that short time has progressed 
, @t an average rate of $600,000 a day, a 


rate which, if kept up, will mount up 
et the end of year to $219,000,000. At 
least 75 per cent. of the fire losses in 
the country are preventable, the insur- 
ance experts say, but efforts to control 
this waste are limited almost entirely to 
ghe pressure brought to bear by the in- 
surance companies through a rising scale 
of rates against danger spots, individual- 
ly and collectively. What the local Gov- 
ernments contribute to the work of keep- 
ing down fire losses is confined almost 
exclusively to fire fighting, and the im- 
portance of fire prevention 1s recognized 
only by inadequate and loosely enforced 
building regulations. 

If the estimate that 75 per cent. of the 
6219,000,000, which is the predicted total 
of the fire losses of. 1908, could be caved 
is correct, it will be seen that an enor- 
mous amount could profitably be spent 
each year with the object of saving this 
$150,000,000 wasted in preventable fires. 

The figurés quoted above take no ac- 
count of the sums spent in fire preven- 
tion.

Against this the cost of fire to| 
the country (including not only property 
destroyed, but maintenance of Fire De- 
partments, payment of insurance pre- 
miums, so-called curative agencies, and 
other incidentals amounted to over $500,- 
000,000, or over 80 per cent. of the value | 
of the total new building production. 

“This fire tax exceeds the total annual 
value of gold, silver, and coal production. 
The annual fire Joss in the United States 
is, according to the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, $2.47 per capita, while 
the average annual loss in six large Euro- 
pean countries is only 83 cents per capital, 
or one-eighth that the United States, In 
addition to this loss of property, there 
have been destroyed in this countr 
fire 6,000 human lives in one year’s time. 

“Undoubtedly, the greater part of this 
immense waste in money and lives could 
be prevented by proper construction of 
houses, factories, and business buildings. lb 
Such construction would not only cost 
little more than the prevalent combusti- 
ble buildings in the first place, but also 
would result in real economy in the long 
run.” 

The only contribution to the problem by 
the Federal authorities has been in in- 
vestigations into structural materials. 
Laboratories have been established at St. 
Louis, Norfolk, Chicago, New York, and 
other cities. At the one laboratory in 
St. Louis 52,531 separate tests of mate- 
rials have been made, in addition to 10,000 | 
chemical analyses. 

The Federal investigators have given | 
particular attention in their experiments 
to the clay products which are taking a 
more important place in building opera- 
tions every year. The use of terra cotta 
in the raion age buildings of large cities 
has created a new demand for fireproof 
clay products which is being extended 
rapidly, and the value of clay products 
used in building operations totaled $160,- 
000,000 in 1906, the last year for which 
statistics are available. Millions of square 
feet of this material are used in New 


.York- alone every year for floors and par- 


titions in the steel-constructed buildings, 

In the last two or three years the move- 
ment for better building construction has 
gained considerable headway in _ the 
United States. The Society of Building 
Inspectors and Commissioners and the 
National Fire Protective Association are 
two bodies which have undertaken to im- 
press upon the country the economic ad- 
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vantage of fireproof buildings. They have 
also drafted model bullding codes for sub- 
mission to cities and towns.
